DOME PETROLEUM LIMITED (‘Dome Pete’’), a corporation incorporated under the laws of 
Canada having its head office in Calgary, Alberta, hereby declares and provides notice, pursuant to Section 
23.03 of the General By-laws of The Toronto Stock Exchange and the corresponding By-Laws of the 
Montreal Stock Exchange, the Alberta Stock Exchange and the Vancouver Stock Exchange, that it proposes 
to make an offer for up to 10,600,000 of the issued and outstanding common shares of the capital stock of 


TransCanada PipeLines Limited (‘“TransCanada’’) ; 


1. TransCanada, having its head office at 407 Eighth Avenue S.W., Calgary, Alberta, and its executive 
office at Commerce Court West, Toronto, Ontario, a corporation incorporated by Special Act of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada and continued under the Canada Corporations Act, has authorized capital consisting in part 
of 75,000,000 shares having a par value of 3314¢ (the ‘‘common shares’’) of which 40,111,044 were issued and 
outstanding as at December 31, 1978. The common shares of TransCanada are listed on The Toronto Stock 
Exchange, the Montreal Stock Exchange, the Winnipeg Stock Exchange, the Alberta Stock Exchange and the 
Vancouver Stock Exchange. Dome Pete owns at the date hereof 9,020,221 common shares (approximately 
22.5%) of the outstanding common shares of TransCanada. 


2. Dome Pete will make an offer for up to 10,600,000 common shares of TransCanada not presently owned 
by it at a price of $23.00 per share. Assuming the offer is 100% successful, Dome Pete will own approxi- 
mately 49% of the outstanding common shares of TransCanada. 


3. The directors and senior officers of Dome Pete and their respective associates and affiliates beneficially 
own, directly or indirectly, an aggregate of 24,450 common shares of TransCanada. The senior officers and 


directors of Dome Pete are identified on Exhibit ‘‘A’’ hereto.

6. Three of the 15 members of the Board of Directors of TransCanada are also directors of Dome Pete. 
Such common directors are Messrs. John P. Gallagher, William E. Richards, and John M. Beddome, who 
are the Chairman, President and a Senior Vice-President, respectively, of Dome Pete. No person is an 
officer of both Dome Pete and TransCanada. 


7. There are no shares of TransCanada covered by any commitments made by Dome Pete, its insiders, 
associates or affiliates to acquire shares other than the common shares covered by this offer.

9. No arrangements or agreements have been made or are proposed to be made between Dome Pete and 
any director or senior officer of TransCanada except for arrangements in the ordinary course of business 
between Dome Pete and those of its officers who are directors of TransCanada. 


10. There is no information of any material change in the affairs of TransCanada which is known by 
Dome Pete and which has not been generally disclosed. 
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11. There has been no appraisal or valuation known to the directors or officers of Dome Pete regarding 
TransCanada, its material assets or securities within the past two years except that dated Decemer 14, 
1978, addressed to Dome Pete and prepared by a member of The Toronto Stock Exchange. This evaluation 
is based upon two assumptions with respect to the growth of TransCanada and in both cases arrived at a 
value less than the bid price. A copy of this report may be examined at the offices of The Toronto Stock 
Exchange and the head office of Dome Pete. Any shareholder may obtain without charge a copy of such 
evaluation by contacting Mr. H. M. Eisenhauer, Secretary of Dome Pete, 3300 The Dome Tower, 
333 Seventh Avenue S.W., Calgary, Alberta, Canada, T2P 2Z1. 


12. There are no reasonable grounds to believe that the price offered may be substantially less than the 
fair value of the shares of TransCanada. 


13. Dome Pete does not have any plans or proposals to liquidate TransCanada or to sell, lease or exchange 
all or a substantial part of its assets or to amalgamate it with any other company or to make any major 
changes in the dividend policy, business, corporate structure, management or personnel of TransCanada. 


14. Dome Pete has no right of acquisition in respect of common shares of TransCanada not tendered in 
acceptance of the offer under any applicable corporate legislation. 


15. If all the common shares are purchased pursuant to this offer, the total purchase price will aggregate 
$243,800,000. Dome Pete has arranged to borrow from a Canadian chartered bank the funds required to 
pay for the common shares for which the offer is made. 


16. Dome Pete believes that because of its current and prospective strong position in exploration for and 
production of hydrocarbons in Canada and its current ownership of approximately 22.5% of the outstanding 
common shares of TransCanada, the purchase of additional common shares of TransCanada, whose principal 
business is the transportation of hydrocarbons, would be in the best interest of both companies who share 
a common view of the importance of the energy industry to Canada. 


Dome Pete has instructed A. E. Osler, Wills, Bickle Limited to purchase, as its agent, all common shares 
of TransCanada that are tendered pursuant to the offer up to a maximum of 10,600,000 common shares 
in the aggregate at a price of $23.00 per common share in the manner prescribed by the exchanges to 
which this notice is addressed.
